PROFESSIONAL ROBBERS* 


Peshawur, which is about sixteen 
miles from the Ivhvbcr Pass, has a pop­ 
ulation of fifty or sixty thousand. 
Its 
position at the entrance of Hic chief 
gateway into Cabul gathers within its 
walls men front almost every district in 
India aud every country in Central Asia. 
About two miles from the city is the 
military cantonment. 
It is perhaps 
the m o st important in the whole coun­ 
try. In gene ral there arc stationed in 
it nine or ten regiments and three or 
four batteries of artillery* 
If is not my 
intention to discuss the* importance of 
its position or give a sketch of its his­ 
tory.

To secure these articles they 
adopt almost every conceivable plan, 
and show no litHe skili ami daring, as 
may be .-cen fro nj the following illustra­ 
tions. which. I may add. are given with­ 
out any coloring and arc strictly true. 
Mr. i.owcntal. a well-known mission­ 
ary. stationed xt iVsIutwur. was one 
night sitting a.t Iii* desk, when he saw' 
his dhurec I carpet^ quietly iifmd up by 
a iuou’s 
risbqr apparently out of 
the lloor. 
Au exclamation of surprise 
and a call for help caused the head to 
disappear. 
On inspection Mr. Lowen- 
thal found that his l.ousc had been en- 
teied iii a way somewhat unusual but 
bv no irear.s ccw. 
The thieves —'here 
must have been more than one engaged 
in the altair -had dug a hole close to 
the study, and run a tunnel light under 
the waif to the middle of the fluor of 
the room. 
Some idea of the ski’I of the 
miners may be learned ti oui the fact 
that Mr. Lowenthal tvas not disturbed 
br an y noise until the i ic nil of the rob­ 
ber was actually in the room. 
A year 
or two after the above incident took 
place :hii» eminent oriental scholar was 
murdered in his veranda by one of his 
own sen ants. 
Earthquakes are of frequent occur­ 
rence iii the Peshawur Valley, and on 
this account nearly every house is built 
of mud mixed whit chopped a:raw*, the 
same material being used for outhouse 
buildings, of which the stable is gener­ 
ally the most important. 
A mounted 
officer has perhaps £200 invested in 
horses and it is therefore a most impor­ 
tant matter for him that these animals 
should be protected from the hands of 
thieves. 
Many are the plans used for 
this purpose. 
Perhaps the most suc­ 
cessful, and consequently the most pop­ 
ular, is to fasten an iron chain round 
each hiud-leg of the horse and padlock 
the chains to an iron bar driven firmly 
into the ground. 
This, however, does 
not always dv-fy the thieves, as they’ 
know the use of a file as well as their 
pale-faced neighbors. 
There are in­ 
stances known when the robbers, find­ 
ing nil their attempts fail to get rid of 
the chains, in their anger have had the 
brutality to cut the feet off the horse. 
Miler" officers trust to chokcdhars or 
watchmen; but these men are only im­ 
plicitly misted, when there is no danger 
near. 
The Sikh watchmen are an ex­ 
ception. but they arc difficult to find. 
There has ever been :» deadly feud bc- 
tweer ’lie \fjin n s and tho Sikh*;, and a 
fdcej mg Sikh watchman found by an 
Afghan prowler »vccives no mercy. 
A 
knife driven into his heart ends sleep 
sud life together. In general the watch­ 
men are aal ive- of the district and are 
quit0 aw;: I;* lh a’ the rn in-1 pleasant part 
of ’heir duly is to draw their wages 
once a month. 
I hey may actually sec 
th* thieves loosening their master's 
horse.-, md the groom may be lying 


but the outwitted soldier never saw* his 
horse again. To him the loss was a se­ 
rious one, as the horses of the native 
cavally regiments do not belong to the 
Government but to the troopers them­ 
selves. 
, . 
The Peshawur robbers are not only 
daring fellows by nature and training— 
conscience being a commodity of which 
they have really no word in their lan­ 
guage—but their courage in their en­ 
terprises is kept up by the careful prep­ 
arations which they make before be- 
rinnmg any serious undertakingintheir 
iiinc. They strip themselves of every 
article of clothing and then smear them­ 
selves over with oil or ghee, whieh is 
butter prepared iii a particular way for 
keeping. 
Tims they can literally give 
the slip to any one' attempting to lay 
hold of them. 
Iii addition to this pre­ 
caution they carry a knife about the 
length of the arm. somewhat heavy and 
of the keenest edge. 
Farther “ down country” there pre­ 
vailed a strange custom among the pro­ 
fessional thieves, which I have not seen 
noticed in any books. They fasten iron 
h o o k s—very similar iii shape to our or­ 
dinary 
fish-hooks—to their fingers. 
Should they be disturbed in their opera­ 
tions and attacked, they claw the faces 
of those trying to capture them and thus 
inflict four terrible wounds. 
One of the most common prepara­ 
t i o n s to insure safety made by tho bill­ 
men when they intend to rob a house in 
the cantonments is a very simple one. 
Tile provide themselves with ten or a 
dozen stones half the size off the fist, 
■ which the) lay on the ground at inter­ 
vals on their approach to tile house on 
which they contemplate operations. 
Should they be disturbed or pursued, 
they retreat on the line of the stones, 
aud picking them up as they retire, 
throw them al their pursuers, aud with 
-uch precision and force that we have 
never heal’d of a capture under these 
circumstances. 
Seldom do the thieves, unless com­ 
pelled, use violence, though they, like 
all their countrymen, hold life cheap. 
They prefer to carr)* off their booty 
quietly. 
I was in a camp on one occa­ 
sion, when some thieves came into the 
regimental bazaar aud lifted the tent in 
which the baker and his wife were sleep­ 
ing without disturbing their slumbers, 
aud carried it away. The silence of the , 
movements and the gentleness of tho 
touch of these men are wonderful. One 
has difficulty in believing the story about 
the native who climbed a tree and took 
ail egg out of a nest without disturbing 
the bird which was sitting on it; and 
one has a little more difficulty iii be­ 
lieving the addition to the story that 
while the man was laking the egg a 
second man climbed the tree and stole 
his trousers. But I have known servants 
who put the socks on the feet of their 
masters without disturbing them, before 
they awoke them for morning parade 
with. “ Sahib, Sahib, bugle gone;” and 
it is a well known fact that a good 
‘•professional” 
will take the sheet 
from 
under a person lying upon 
it. even after he has given warning 
that he will do so.

Chasing Whales. 
The dangerous adventures of whaling 
ships have been from time immemorial 
a source of excitement to the juvenile 
literary mind, from the fact that the 
slaughter and capture of the “ monarch 
of the deep” has, until within a few 
vears, been attended with dangers and 
hardships which were only braved by 
the hardiest and most courageous of the 
followers of the sea; but the inventive 
genius of man has of late years discov­ 
ered a system for the capture of the 
whale which is attended with as little 
danger as an ordinary yachting cruise 
or fishing excursion. 
A small steamer 
known as the Daisy Whitelaw, built for 
the purpose of killing whales iii the 
waters contiguous to our harbor, has 
1 for some time been successfully en* 
i gaged in the capture of these mammoth 
I inhabitants of the sea, aud in several 
voyages has never failed to kill from 
one to three of these gigantic animals. 
Instead of the time-honored and not a1 
ways effective harpoon, a weapon known 
as the bomb-rocket is used, whieh is 
fired from a mortar and explodes with­ 
in the body of the whale, killing it al­ 
most instantly. 
The large linback 
whale recently oil exhibition at the foot 
of Second Street was killed bv the guns 
of this steamer. 
The whales yin iind in 
large numbers at this season of the year 
between the Heads and the Farallone 
Islands. The varieties indigenous to 
these waters are the finback, hunch­ 
back, ( ’aliiornia gray and sulphur bot­ 
tom. 
The latter is the largest of the 
whale species and one Iou feet long was 
chased by the Whitelaw for several 
hours on her last trip, but owing to the 
fact that it was looking for feed and 
very erratic in its movements the gun 
could not be brought to bear upon him. 
Under ordinary circumstances an old 
whaler can determine the course of a 
whale when it disappears limier water 
and can tell within a few feet where it 
will come up to “ blow,” but when the 
whale is loo&Ug for feed its course un- 
dei the water can not be calculated with 
any degree of certainty. —San Francis­ 
co (1hronicle.

It lie ves take notice of them in a way far 
from pleasant. There is, in fact, no plan 
to protect horses which has not ooca 
sionally proved a failure. 
The gallant 
General commanding the Peshawur 
Division at the time to which I am a1 
luding, had a very valuable mule—an 
animal greatly prized in a hilly coun­ 
try —which he placed for security in 
front of a guard of native soldiers and 
within a few yards of the sentry’s beat. 
It attracted the notice of some of the 
hillsmeu, and a little cautious daring 
made it their prize. 
Selecting a dark 
night for their enterprise, they crawled 
along tho ground until they reached the 
animal. 
With one slash of their knives 
the head and heel ropes were cut, and 
before the sentry could do anything, 
one of the thieves was on the back of 
the mule, and both were lost in dark­ 
ness. 
The most popular plan of horse steal­ 
ing is, however, somewhat different. It 
requires at least three men to carry it 
out comfortably and successfully. 
One 
of them quietly steals his way into the 
stable and lays hold of a cord which 
has been pushed through one of the 
air-holes in the wall by one of his friends 
outside. 
The two use the string as Hie 
saw, while the third man pours upon it 
a plentiful supply of water. 
The cord 
silently and speedily cuts its way dow n 
the mud wall. 
In a wonderfully short 
time the three craftsmen manage to saw 
round a portion of the wall, which 
when pusned outwards, leaves a space 
sufficient to allow a horse to pass out. 
This done, the remaining work presents 
no difficulty. 
The ropes which bind 
the horse arc cut, and in a short time 
he is cantering to the hills with gener­ 
ally two and sometimes his three new’ 
masters on his back. 
A somewhat bold and impudent ex­ 
ploit in the horse stealing line wras the 
amusement and the talk of the station 
for some days. 
The cantonment is 
literally a camp. 
At sundow n a chain 
of sentinels communicating with each 
other is posted right round it. This de­ 
mands a great number of men, and all 
regiments, cavalry and infantry, Euro­ 
pean and native, nightly give their pro­ 
portions. 
A native trooper on the oc­ 
casion to which I refer, fastened his 
horse to the peg fixed about the middle 
of his “ beat;” and to keep up his cour­ 
s e and himself warm—the night was 
very dark aud bitterly cold—walked 
pretty smartly backwards aud forwards 
on his “ beat.” 
The extent of his walk 
was not more than thirty yards, and 
thus at no lime could he have been more 
than fifteen yards from his charger. He 
was armed "in the usual way with a 
short rifle anda tulwar or sword. While 
thus doing duty a hillman was watch­ 
ing him with an eye to business. 
He 
managed to crawl quite close to him 
without exciting notice, and waiting 
quietly

moment was galloping from the station. 
The sentry tired ilia rifle Va the direc­ 
tion in which his steed b^d gone; guards 
tamed out aud alojo' noise ^as raised: 


cheated until one-half the 
folds. 
Fhe operator then

A very good illustration of the confi­ 
dence which tile billmen have in their 
ability to do their work quietly, oc­ 
curred some years ago.

promoted on account of excellent serv­ 
ices to an important post “ down coun­ 
try.” 
A night or two before his de­ 
parture, and after all ti is goods had 
been packed up, he and his wife were 
awakened from their sleep by a noise 
in their bedroom. 
Before them w'ere 
several men coolly 
removing their 
boxes. 
Tile officer, with perhaps more 
courage than prudence, at once made 
an attempt to defend his property, but 
this quickly induced one of the robbers to 
fire a pistol at him, with fortunately a 
badly-directed aim. 
They knew that

took to flight. 
Subsequent inquiries 
showed that the robbery had been de­ 
liberate!)’ planned aud that many w’ere 
engaged in it. 
Men w’cre placed at 
short distances from each other a con­ 
siderable way along the road leading to 
the country, to hand the boxes one to 
the other. 
The men who entered the 
bedroom had the hardihood to light a 
candle and the cunning to shade its 
light from the eyes of the sleepers by 
keeping the lady’s parasol, which they 
had opened for the purpose, between 
them and it. 
It wras found that some 
of the officer's servants had a hand in 
the attempt to rob him, and one or tw’o 
were punished; but their accomplices 
were never caught. 
I have only to allude to the way in 
which the hulmen try to get possession 
of firearms. There is nothing they prize 
so highly as the British soldier's rifle 
and some rounds of ammunition. Every 
precaution is taken to secure the rifles, 
but during the time I was in the station 
many were stolen. An order was given 
commanding every soldier to place his 
rifle under his cotton mattress and sleep 
upon it. Still the rifles were lost. There 
was a suspicion that some of the sol­ 
diers sold them, and accordingly strong 
presses wrere placed in the barrack- 
roorns, in which the rifles were lodged 
every night; but still now and then 
rifles were missing. 
The billmen, find­ 
ing that their chance in the barrack- 
rooins had gone, turned their attention 
to the guard-rooms. The guard con­ 
sisted of a sergeant and twelve men at

L. Scott, 
whistles “ Der Freischntz” as well as 
an expert whistler. Mr. Wiss says that I 
it takes two years to train a bird, and 
describes the treatment as follows: “ The j 
bird when qnite young is isolated from I 
all other birds and bird sounds but his I 
own. This little instrument is a in us ie ; 
box specially constructed for this pur- | 
pose. Two or three times a day it is I 
set playing, but always the same air. 
The young bird, hearing no other sounds 
begins to imitate the air; note by note 
Relearns and always stops right s Ii ort 
when he has sung all he knows; he never 
attempts to go through the whole until 
every note is committed to memory and 
is as perfect or imperfect as the music 
from the instrument.” Mr. Wiss states 
that ho trained one to whistle “ God 
Save the Queen,” and an Englishman 
paid him sixty-five dollars for it. 
He 
never gets less than fifty dollars for a 
trained bird.—Erie Dispatch.

These 
deeds of horror are deliberately perpe­ 
trated by the peasants, the militiamen, 
the members of the gymnastic societies 
and the Roumelian gendarmes. 
The 
authorities .take an active part in them 
as was proved by the conduct of the 
Prefect of Aidos, who, prior to the mas­ 
sacre at Bellova, publicly stated that 
the Mussulmans must be exterminated 
by the Bulgarians. 
In Eastern Rou­ 
melia crimes of the most ghastly de­ 
scription are committed daily against 
the Mussulmans, without distinction of 
age or sex.— Vienna Cor.
